/ pf'.tbo.'Doroinion govornmont — as the 
lands of tills province will bo after the 
next session of the local House — and 
wherever lands of sufticicnt value do 
not exist contiguous to the line of road 
they may bo taken elsewhere. Under 
the arrangempnt which we hope soon to 
. see in'practlcal operation between the 
Dominion and the pronnce, a similar 
right would be secured j and if t'nc land 
on either .side of tlio isl.ind line should 
not come up to the sLanthn-d of fair 
market value, land in other parts may 

■ ■ be taken to assure ample couipensa- 

tiqn;to the syndicate that might take 
tlio^road in' band. Moreover, there is 
every prospect of an island line becom- 
ing at onco a jirofitable investment. 
Tjie traffic over it would be heavy from 
the start nud must constantly ircrcase 
because of tho facilities alibrdocl ship- 
ping at Esquimalt; and upon the complo 
tion of fclie mainland line a ferry from 
Burrard Inlet to Nanaimo would 
transport godds across the "silver steak"

*'overland-_as well as local traffic. If the 
■Victoria government have discharged 
their duty these points are in the pos- 
session of the Dominion Government; 
the ministers now in London have gone 
there with the details of an Island

. • TIIE ASSIZES. 



Wo return agaui to this subject foi- 
. tb^ purpose of urging on the local gov- 
' ortimcnt the importance of immediately 
issuing a proclamation convening assize 
courts in various parts of the country. 
Nearly a year has elapsed since a regu- 
lar assize court was held at any 
jioint on the Mainland, and it is seven 
months since the last prisoners were 
.-"tried at Victoria. During nearly all 
that period the gaol ha.s remained 
cro^wdcd with prisoners awaiting trial. 
A youth of tender year.s has lain there 
since last December. . Several Chinese 
and others supposed to have been con- 
cerned in murder, arson and stealing, 
,.rwith the witnesses, have remained in 
custody; and many persons committed 
for trial since the New Year dawned 
are in continemont. Many civil cases 
on Island and JIuinland cannot be 
heard. Tho public at large and the legal 
fraternity are put to serious inconveni- 
ence and loss in consequence of this 
extraordinary condition of things, 
to whicli the term disgraceful would be 
a mild one to apply. The country has 
recently witnessed the hearing of a 
moat important constitutional case be- 
fore tho full bench of the Supreme 
Court. It involved the validity of a 
special assize court held at New West- 
minster in March last for the trial of 
four outlaws. At an enormous cost to 
tho revenuo those trials have been ile- 
■ clarcd illegal. The decisions of the 
learned judges form a text-book for the 
attorney general and instruct him as to 
. the .cpursjs to; be pursued by him in 
fuVure,' ' With the rule laid down for 
his guidance why does tho legal ad- 
viser of the crown hesitate to direct 
the issuance of a proclamation 1 The 
entire legal machinery of the country 
is at a deadlock and nearly every class 
Buffers from tho effects of the stoppage 
for which there is not now and never 
has been offered a reasonable excuse. 



THROUGH TO YALE. 

As tho prospect of tho establishment 
of a direct line of steamboats between 
Victoria and Yale during tho present 
year arc slight it would bo well to in- 
quire if tho companies that now con- 
■ trol tho trafBc between the two ports 
could not greatly improve tho service 
and at least expedite, if they do not 
cheapen, the means of communication. 
Under tho existing arrangements a 
steimer leaves Victoria at i or 5 o'clock 
in the morning and reaches New West- 
minster about noon. There tbo freight 
is Janded on ths wharf and very little, 



if any, is sent on by the steamer that 
leaves New Westminster for up-river 
at 4 o'clock the same afternoon; but 
a\yaits shipment by a boat that leaves 
a day or two later. ^Tbo Viotoria ste 
or, instead of starting on tH'e"roturii trip 
as soon as she baa received on board 
the upriver mails, freight and passen- 
gers, does not sail for this port un- 
til daylight tho following morning. By 
this arrangement a serious detention is 
experienced by Victoria passengers as 
well as by Yale freight. Wo must be 
permitted to say that tho detention is 
unreasonablo and unnecessary. An ar- 
rangement might bo oflected by which 
delay would bo reduced to a minimum. 
A steamer could leave Victoria in tho 
evening and reach New Westminster 
at daylight. Immediately upon her ar- 
rival there a steamer might bo brouebt 
alongside and tho freight for up 
I'ivcr discharged directly into her, 
lluis saving wharf and other charges. 
A steamer thus freighted could sail 
tho same day for Yale and way 
ports, while the Victoria steamer hav- 
ing received on board upcountry freight, 
passengers and mails, would leave early 
in 'tho afternoon and reach this port 
before dark. As wo have frequently 
remarked, we have not been enabled to 
discover any^ good I'eason for an o.'c- 
cliango of passengers or freight at any 
point between Victoria and Yale, but 
if that system is to be continued for 
tlio remainder of the. season wo sub- 
mit the plan we have mentioned as a 
good substitute for the arrangement 
now in force. 



A GtAS EZFLOSIOir. 

Tho Boddod SoasatloQ Oausod by & 
Oar«less Wbrlcuaii In Zabndon. 

Ni;w YoRic, July 9. — A //mi W Lon- 
don .special says: A terrible explosion 
of gas occurred this evening at 7 o'clock 
in a street in tho vicinity of Tottenham 
Court road. For some minutes gas was 
noticed escaping in large quantities and 
a man was sent to examine the pipes. 
Ile applied a light and a series of ex- 
plosions occurred, commencing at the 
upper end of Charlotte street and run- 
ning down Charlotte and along Percy, 
under Tottenham Court. There 
were six distinct explosions in various 
parts each forming a deep trench 
from eight to ten yards long. From 
the large traffic prevailing in this 
densely populated neighborhood, it is 
(surprising that the list of casualties is 
not larger than at present reported. 
There are two persons killed, two fa- 
tally wounded, and thirty more or less 
iiijureJ. From one trench sixteen per- 
sons were extricated. Foiir .hundred 
houses were injured.atid'ono demolish 
ed, and many, having large rents are 
rendered Untenable. All the windows 
along the line of tho explosion were 
demolished, the chimney pots thrown 
down. Tho shock was felt as far up as 
Hampstead Road. A dense volume 
of gas issued from tho trenches, and 
the air wtjs charged almost to sufFoca- 
tion. Iho performance of "Forget Me 
Not" at the Prince of Wales Theatre 
had to bo su.spended. The streets and 
buildings in the neighborhood were 
piunced in total darkness. Vast crowds 
Hocked to tho scene of the disaster, 
and a largo body of police and firemen 
were on duty. An oyc-witnoss, who 
was standing at a door in Charlotte 
street says he noticed a cloud of bricks 
and stones shoot up a hundred feet 
into the air, followed by a loud 
report, which rolled down the 
street liko artillery fire. Ho observed 
people stagger and fall, and the ground 
shook as if there was an earthquake. 
Tho workman who applied the light in 
search of the leak was blown a great 
distance away and killed.

As coiiipared with the cori-osponding 
period, of 1879 tlio exports fur tlio quarter 
just ended show .-in iiicveaso in value of 
§71,270. The quantity of coal shipped 
in the 1870 quarter \va.s 35,587 tons, 
against 50, 9G0 tons during the last three 
inonth.s, the difference in value being 
853,042. There is also an increase in the 
value of furs, skins and hides amounting 
to nearly li?10,000. The export of .salmon, 
although small, is just double what it was 
in the 187'J quarter and treasure sliip- 
incnt.s show iin increase of §29,490. In 
other articles small docreosea are appar- 
ent. As compared witli the quarter end- 
ing March .Slst of this year the past three 
months, -vvithout taking treasure in con- 
sideration, show an increase of $100,1-14, 
this large difforence- being attributable to 
coal wliioli in. tlio ISIarch C|uartor was 
§148,714 08 compared with §198,570 now, 
and to furs, skins andtlitdcs irliicli in tiie 
former period amounted to §77,428 
against §117,183 now. Tlio increase in 
the number of tons of coal exported was 
11,627, gratifying evidence that tho do- 
injiiid in foreign markets i.s becoming 
steadily greater. Tlio increase in treasure 
shipments alone wfis §70,823, or in tho 
last quarter tho export under this head 
was nearly doulilo that of the preceding 
quarter. 

TiiK California capitalists, who have 
recently been paying the Province a visit, 
left this port last evening for Tacomii on 
board the steamer Geo. E. Starr, which 
was scecially chartered to canty the jiarty 
to that place. From Tacoma they will 
proceed to Portland and thence to San 
Francisco. Wc understand that during 
their brief stay here thej' formed highly 
favorable impressions as to tho geographi- 
cal position of tiiis city and, whilst being 
thoroughly convinced that it must always 
bo the entrcjyot of tho pfovince, exgresBed 
decided opinions thdt it is'destine'd tb be- 
come 'ore long <iie commercial port of tho 
northern Pacific coast.

Monday, July 12. 

Henry Cowan, a bluejacket belonging 
to H. M. S. Triumph, ivas brought up 
on remand charged with drawing a jiistol 
and threatening to shoot one F. Parks 
and with using threatening language to 
special officer Black. 

Mr, Courtney apjieared for the prisoner. 

John Black, recalled, deposed that it 
was about 11 o'clock at "night when he 
saw the prisoner outside tho St. Cliarlcs 
Hotel, but it was not very dark. The 
prisoner was about 15 paces from Parks 
when the pistol ho hold missed fire. Tho 
weapon appeared to witness to be a small 
Smith it NVosson. \\'itness could swear 
that his thumb wont between tho trigger 
and cartridge, but could not swear that 
tho pistol was loaded. He arrested tho 
prisoner in tho St. Charles a few minutes 
after the affair took place; did not do so 
at Grst because he doubted wlicthor lio 
was ableto doso without assistance because 
tho prisoner was very violent. Another 
bluejacket interfered. Witness took hold 
of tho pistol, but another bluojn^kot 
named Howso who came to the prisoner's 
assistance took it away. 

Joseph Lovelace deposed that on tho 
night of tho 8th inst. he was in tho music 
hall and heard a noiso outsido. It sound- 
ed like someone throwing small pebbles, 
and thinking it was intended to disturb 
tho pcrforniauco he went out and on look- 
ing at tho back end of tho building he 
saw a man standing at the door of the 
water closet; soon saw a Hash and heard 
a report like tho noise made by tho ox- 
plo3ion of a firocrackor; on approaching 
tho man he saw that ho had something in 
his hand which looked like a toy pistol; 
asked him whj' lie was creating the dis- 
turbance, and he said that ho did not 
know that ho w.as. Witness believed the 
prisoner was the man ho saw; witness .law 
tiiat ho was drunk so that he did not have 
any further conversation ivith him; about 
an hour afterwards a disturbance took 
place between tlio sailors iu tho building 
and constable Black came in to quell it; 
after tho row had been quieted down tho 
young man and anotlier part}' who wit- 
ness understood was his brother left tho 
hall; almost .directly afterwards witness 
heard some loud talking and souftUng out- 
side; witness wont to the door and dis- 
covered officer Bl.ack struggling with two 
sailors; in a uiinuto they separated, and 
oHiccr Black having blown an alarm sev- 
eral policomon came up and tho prisoner 
was arrested at tho request of officer 
Black. . . 

A nnnihor of small cartridgos found ou 
the prisoner were horo produced. 

Cruss-e.xauiined — lleforo I canio hero I 
was a Government scout and Indian inter- 
preter; was 15 years in tho American ser- 
vice; am perfectly acquainted v.'ith SiniUi 
& Wesson's pistols; they don't make an^- 
of tlie calibre uf the cartridge produced; 
those cartridges are made for toy wea- 
pons; thoj' would not ponetralo a man's 
body, if ho were clothed, at a distance of 
lOfe'ot. 

The witness was hero re-examined at 
some bngtli by tho Supt. of Police as to 
tho penetrating power of small cartridges. 
He stated that if one of the cartridges, 
fired from a pistol similar to one protluc- 
ed, struck a person on the temple it might 
kill him. 

His Honor said the witness aecniod to 
possess considerable knowledge with rc- 
feronce to aiumunition and anns. Huw 
did he obtain it ? 

Witness — I began tho life of a soldier 
at a, very early ogo, and have' been in tho 
liabit of handling firearms ever since I 
was 15 years old. 

Witness here handed his honor for in- 
spection a haudsoino medal presented to 
liimby command of Gen. Custer for brave 
conduct. 

Jolin Leach deposed that lie witnessed 
thescuftlo between tho prisoner and Black, 
The former followed a party of young 
men as thoy left the music h.all and said 
something about shooting. Hoard Black 
tell tho prisoner that he had a pistol and 
that ho must give it up. Prisoner said ho 
would not and held it between his two 
h.ands. Finally he gave it to'anotlier bluo- 
jackot, Witne.'is saw no shooting. 

H. Howse, a blue-jacket, deposed tiiat 
he was with tho prisoner at the St. Charles 
last Thursday night. Officer Black ac- 
cused the prisoner of having a pistol and 
witness told him to give it up and asked 
him- if there was anything in it. Prisoner 
replied "no." The officer said witness 
niight take tho pistol from tho prisoner 
and he did so and threw it over tlio rails 
at the roar of the hall. Shortly after- 
wards tho prisoner was arrested. 

To Mr. Courtney — I have heard Black 
state that ho could have taken the pistol 
from tho prisoner had it not been for mo, 
but that Is false. Black consented to the 
prisoner handing mo tho pistol as I had 
said I would throw it away. The pris- 
oner had plenty of time to get way before 
he was arrested if he had thought ho liad 
done wrong. 

J. Park? deposed that he wont to the 
music hall on Thursday night to look for 
his brother whom ho wanted to go homo 
with him. They started for the door and 
when they got outsido tho prisoner, wIki 

had followed them out, said no 

should take him (moaning witness' broth- 
er) home andattempted to stop witness do- 
ing so. Witness said ho would give hini in 
charge unless ho minded his own busi- 
nea.^. Prisoner roplied that ho would fix 
witne.'is. They then left. Witness saw- 
no pistol, but had previously heard a noiso 
like fiiQcrackors being thrown against the 
building. 

Mr. Courtney then addressed the Court 
on bolialf of the prisoner and pointed out 
that to sustain tho chargo it was neces- 
sary in the first place to prove that tho 
pistol was loaded, Tho ovidonco of tho 
several witnesses tended to show that it 
was empty inasmuch as the prisoner had 
discharged it at tho rear of the building. 
There was no proof of intent to shoot 
anyone and tho case would therefore have 
to bo dismissed. 

His Honor said ho would take timo to 
consider the points raised and review the. 
evidence and would defer his decision 
until 11 o'clock to-morrow (Tuesday.) 

Tho case of Alfred Paper, charged with 
cmbezzlcmont by A. 15. Gray, was re- 
sumod at 2 p.rn. 

Mr. R, iCoan, book-keeper for the 
plaintiff at Nanaimo, having been cross- 
exAminod "at some length, M. Waitt 
was produced ns a witness. After argu- 
ment by counsel as to the adinissability of 
certain documentary evidence the case 
was furthercontinuod until Thursday next.

Frank Ifydo writes that Col. Bodino 
is threatening tho American marksmen 
with being debarred from participating 
in any future international match if 
they slioot at Wimbledon, and be is 
oven trying to prevent Dutililaiy and 
Gerrish, who came over ^expressly for 
this match, from participating. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 10. — Tho government 
seems disposed to suspend the execu- 
tion of the anti-Jesuit decrees againsi, 
other religious orders until legal tribu- 
nals have decided in tho case of the 
Jesuits. The question of jurisdiction 
has still to be heard before tho tribu-

ITALY. 

Rome, J uly 10. — The deputies to-day 
discussed the bill for the abolition of 
the grist tax. After a speech by 
Premier Caniole the chamber adopted 
a motion,iayorable, to. thp^ government 
and passed to a discussion of the clauses 
of tho bill by a vote of 269 to 128.

ENGLAND. 

liONDON, July 8. — In tho house of 
commons to-night, on a motion to go 
into committee on compensation for the 
disturbance bill, Parnell said that if, 
instead of tho bill as it now stood, the 
government had introduced ono to ex- 
tend to the whole of Ireland the 
Ulster custom, as a permanent enact- 
ment, he would have supported tho 
bill; but as it was, ib jyould be neces- 
sary to move amendments. 

Foster said that the object of tbo 
bill was not to punish landlords, but to 
erect safeguards for the future and to 
prevent landlords from taking advan- 
tage of the existing state of things, so 
IS to get pos.ses3iou of property. 

Nortlicote"said that the aiuendinont 
of tbo attorney general was a complete 
change of front on the part of the gov- 
ernment. 

A motion that tho liou.=!o go into 
coinniittec was then adopted — 255 to 
199. 

Gladstone, replying to a quu.stion by 
Sir Heilry :D. Wolff (conservative), 
relative to th<j eastern policy, said tiiat 
the government was very anxious to 
avoid surprising tho country by any- 
thing like isolated action. • 

The house of commons is in com- 
mittee oil compensatiou for disturbance 
in Ireland bill. A scene has just oc- 
curred. Tho government having ac- 
cused the Opposition of persistent ob- 
struotion; Gladstone said that the state 
of public business was very grave, but 
no waste of time would induce tliegov- 
ernmont to abandon measures which 
they think important. 

London, July 9. — In the house of 
commonsrin~ committee , this evening 
Parnell and other ^members for Ii'eland 
persisted in combatting the new clause 
of the compensation for disturbance 
bill, although it was before the com- 
mittee before. A homo ruler was 
called to order for defending the use of 
violence against certain landlords, ia. 
Ireland, particularly the' late Lord 
Leitrim. Mr. Mitchell Henry, home 
ruler, in tho course of debate, announc- 
ed his intention to quit, the laud 
league, He said that 'he''' repudiated' 
its extreme views. 

London, July 9. — It was rumored 
ill tho lobby of tho houso of commons 
last night that the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, under secretary for India," had 
resigned in consequence of being unable 
conscientiously to support the compen- 
sation for disturbance bill in the house 
of lords, and also on account of being 
himself a holder of land in Ireland. 
Lord Elcho, liberal conservative, in 
consequence of the rumor, asked in the 
house of commons whether it •was a 
fact that I^ord Lansdowne was no long- 



er a member cf the gom-nment. 
Mr. Oladstone replied "Yes," whereup- 
on the o[(positioii cheers were reno'wcd. 

London, July 8. — In the house of 
commons to-day Sir Henry Wolff, con- 
servative, asked whether the govern 
mcnt had communication with other 
powers relative to coercive measures in 
the refusal of tho porte to accept the 
reconiinondatiohs of the Berlin confer- 
ence. 

Gladstone said that tho government's 
policy continues to bo to prosecute tho 
faithful fulfillment of tho Berlin treaty. 

London, July 8. — There was some 
panic on Berlin and Paris bourses yes- 
terday owing to an unsteady feeling in 
regard to the attitude of the porto. 

C0NSTANTINOPI.E, July 8, — At mid- 
night Sunday three* transports left the 
arsenal for A''o!o andProve.sa with seven 
battalions of troop.s, five batteries and 
a quantity of ammunition.

When Hassan Pasha ordered a general 
(I isarmaraent .Eyoub Bey, . one of the 
most fanatical Mussulmcu, with hov- 
cral followers, wont to him and pro- 
tested against the measure. Hassan 
Pasha replied by striking Eyoub Boy 
with a stick, whereupon the followers 
of the latter threw themselves upon 
Ha,sRan and he was taken to Mitrovitza 
it was thought mortally wounded.

POR RAISINQ A MUNIOIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
'i- ADO PERSONAL PROPEftTY IN THE YEAR 
1880. 

1. Bo it enacted by tho Mayor nncl 
Coiincil of tho Corporation of tho City of 

u^^-.Viotoria as foUows:— 

« ' 2;/l1ibrosliall bd ralsbcl, lovicd and col- 
lected in tho 3'oar 1880 upon all roal and 
personal property mentioned in tho na- 
sosainont roll in force in tho City an equal 
rate of eight-tenths of one per cent on 
tho assessed value thereof as appears by 
tho said roll. 

3. Tho aforesaid taxes shall bo duo and 
payable bj' the porsoii or persons liable 
for the same to the Colloctor for tho Mu- 
nisipal Council at his ofKco in the City 
Ct)uucil Chambers, Victoria, on tho fif- 
toonth day Of July, in^the year 1880. 

4. ThoTictoria Eovonuo Bylaw, 1879, 
SO far as thu' same relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a ta.t or rate of eight-tenths of one 
per cent, in tho year 1880 upon tho as- 
sessed value of tlie real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in tho 'assessment roll 
for tho time being in force is hereby ro- 
pealed providing always that .ill payments 
of the said rate for the year 1880 already 
made by any person or persons shall be 
dealt with in the same manner and be as 
valid in all respects as if the samo had 
been .mado after. ; the .pming o t this' By- 
law;ahd undor'the provisions thereof.

G. The annual tax authorized to bo as- 
sessed, levied and collected by thoVictoria 
Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
tho "Victoria Road Tax Amendmeiit By- 
law, 1877, ahiU continuo to bo assessed, 
levied and collected in addition to tho 
rates and taxes imposed by this , Bylaw 
and shall fqnn part of tho general Muni-
